Officially (he periods of revolution 
in Mexico were closed Monday when 
Franeiaco I, Madero took the oath of 
president and placed across his breast 
the tri-color band, insignia of the ex- 
ecutive, thus marking the culmina- 
tion of the revolution that drove Diaz 
into exile after he had ruled more 
than 30 years. Monday afternoon the 
oath was administered to the elght 
members of his cabinet. At the same 
time Francisco Leon de la Barra, who 
has governed the country as provision- 
al president since the day General Diaz 
left the capital for Hurope, boarded a 
special train for Vera Cruz, from 
where, he, too, will sail for Europe, 
but on a diplomatic mission.

SINKS TURKISH BOAT. 
Arablan Town Is Bombarded. Extent 
of Damage Not Yet Known. 

An Italian cruiser bombarded the 
town of Akahab (Arabia) on Sunday, 
sinking the Turkish gun boat Italidj, 
which was lying in port. The second 
officer of the gun boat was killed, but 
the others on board escaped, Subse- 
quently the cruiser shelled the holy 
portion of the town. The extent of 
the damago is not stated. 

The recent news of the re-capture of 
Derna, Tripoli, by the Turks purports 
to come from Enver Bey and the Sheik 
of the Sunussi tribesmen. 

The town meant in the foregoing 
dispatch evidently is Akabah, a fort 
fled vilage on the east side of the gulf 
of Akabah, near its northern extrem- 
ity. 

The significance of the dispatch is 
that it indicates the Italians, meeting 
with unexpected opposition in Tripoli, 
have carried out their threat to attack 
the enemy from the Red sea.
